A woman's work- 
ing club in evury sense of i,ae T.'Ord. with 
au attending membership of twenty and 
a correspondence membership of ten, the 
latter residents of New York, Boston, 
San Francisco, Brooklyn, Staten Island 
and Key West. 


To most of the women born and 


brought up on the keys of the reef or in 
Key West, and of English parentage— 
for tho majority of the settlers came 
originally from the Bahamas—the ex- 
poi-ienco of belonging to a society, how- 
ever simple, for \vomea only, was a nov- 
elty. Although "our club" is now a 
frequent and proud expression among 
them, and member, in talking it over 
with her husband, assured him that tin1 
"bylaws of her club were as •well made 
and just as binding as those concocted 
iu tho capitol at Tallahass.ee," 


And-so they are to the faithful band 


of women who gather every Thursday 
afternoon in the litUe fcjkmday school 
building, find join hrart and hand iii 
helping each other to enjoy and im- 
prove tho two hours a week rescued 
from thoir household cares. 
For nearly 


every member is a mother, not of one, 
but in several cases of eight and ten 
children, with no one to assist in thu 
daily and hourly work attending such a 
household, fco that the lirst rulo madu 
and rigidly enforced, "No babies allow 
ed at the meetings," is a genuine relief, 
and gives time and freedom for much 
that would be otherwise impossible. 


Sometimes tho children are taken to a 


neighboring house, ten or twelve littlo 
tots from ono to three years old, and a 
husband or elcle&t son volunteers to over- 
see those that are able to walk, in which 
case, as it draws near closing time, one 
little head after another will be seen , 
coming, Indian file, along the narrow ' 
path, all of thorn bareheaded or nearly 
so, in search of mamma and generally 
in great glee at having escaped. Of 
course there follows a grand baby show. 


Tho originator of tho club is its presi- 


dent, Miss Flora McFarlane, of Now 
Jersey, a woman who has proved her- 
self in every way capable for the life 
she in tends lead ing, having homesteadod 
a hundred and fifty acres of government 
lands, which she has gone bravely to 
work to clear and improve, 


The officers of the club are the presi- 


dent, secretary, assistant 
secretary, 


treasurer and caretaker, who has entire 
charge of the club's workbasket, giving 
out the work and collecting materials, 
Such as scissors, thimbles, needle books, 
patterns ar.d button box, after each 
meeting. These meetings occur every 
Thursday aiternoon from 8 to 5. 


At the organizing of the club it waa 


voted that the time bo spent in making 
useful articles-of clothing from material 
either given to the club (thereupon the 
president presented a dozen kitchen 
aprons) or bought with the club's funds, 
the funds being derived from member- 
ship duos (which were promptly paid, so 
that the treasurer found herself busy at 
once) or gifts. That such articled shoultj 
be sold at each meeting, and to mem- 
bers, at c6st price.

year be spent in the purchase of materi- 
als and also in suitable an*- useful arti- 
cles for a bazaar, to be held at the an- 
nual meeting for iho benefit of th« 
church building, That resident mem- 
bers bo elected by means of a vote cast

She is 
the widow of pne of that baud of eetfciers 
vrho helped to build the fqfft on Apple 
river, which x^as aftarwai'cl Sttuckeol by 
the Indians, 
It was constructed of split 


logs sot on end and 'making a stockade 
twelve feet high. The wagons and goods 
of the settlors' families were taken inside, 
and there gathered the rrjen, \ve,m,£n, {tnti 
phjldi-eu rcben the news reached them 
of the adv.iat-o of Black Hawk and his 
bloodthirsty warriors. The whites did 
notfeave long to wait. Three hundred 
and fifty brave* in fuJJ Vr'nr paint sud- 
denly appeared on the crost of the prairie 


After three hours of html fighting the 


Indians were repulsed by the sharp and 
unerring fire from the settlers' rifles, 
taking their dead with them. One of 
the whites, Ilasbel Rhodes, was killed, 
and two were wounded. 
During the 


siege Mrs. Lawhorn und the other women 
molded b\illets and helped the men to 
Joiyl tliPir rifles, 
As the Indians drew 


off tho settlers sallied forth, only to fall 
into an ambuscade and lose several of 
thoir little force. Mrs. Lawhorn attends 
the reunions of the few Black Hawk 
veterans who survive. She is now nearly 
ninety yaa.ru old, and was about thirty 
years of age at tho time of the fight on 
Apple river.—New York Post,

Elaine's lieuten- 
ants, among whom are some of the boldest 
politicians in the United States, are en- 
deavoring to create disaeotions in Hum- 
son'a ranks, bot apparently without suc- 
cess. 
The attempts 
to get Alabama, 


Arizona, Arkansas, California and Colorado 
to vote nnanjgaously for Blaine and start a 
stampede for the Magnetic Statesman has 


, ignominoosly failed. The instructed Har- 


rison delegates do Dot waver and predict 
that their canditSte will be nominated on 
the first ballot. 


While at this distance from the conven- 


tion it is impossible to predict with any 
degiee of certainty what the result will be 
it is evident that neither Harrison nor 
Blaine will have a walk-over, and it is 
probable from (he fierceness with which 
the war is waged that neither may receive 
the nomination. The-feeling between the 
foHowets of Blaine and Harrison is ex- 
tremely vindictive and unless one or the 
other is elected on the first or second 
ballot it may be necessary to select a com- 
promise candidate to allay the bitterness 
that has been engendered between the 
Blaine and Harrison men.

AN UNEQUAL DIVISION. 


The Ousus Bureau issued a bulletin 


lost Saturday on tbe subject ot assessed 
ruination ot property in tbe United States.

Then tramps were as rare as m.llionaires; 
BOW there is an excess of both. 
To-day 


tbe wealth of the country is more un- 
equally divided than ever before in its his- 
tory and tbe inequality ia becoming more 
apparent acnnally. 


TWO MUKK STATES. 


The House of Bepresentatives passed a 


bill for the admission of New Mexico as a 
State with only three negative votes, and 
also a bill to admit Arizona by a vote of 
174 to 12. It ia not probable that tbe Sen- 
ate will object to those measures, as though 
both are Democratic they will not be per- 
mitted to participate In Ihe next Presiden- 
tial election.

Evans' Hunch 


The peoplo of Reno were shocked l»nt 


night by tbe sad lutelligftice that Thou. 3. 
Leahy, a well-known Renoite and aon-m 
law of A. M. Lamb of Truckee Meadows, 
had been foully murdered on Sunday last 
at tha Evans' ranch near Mono Lake. 


Mr. Lsaby was superintendent of the 


extensive sheep ranch of J. N. Evans, 
which is located on the banks of Mono 
Lake, California. 


The first intelligence pf the end event 


that was received by Mr. Louib was >u the 
nature of a telegram saying that Leahy's 
remains would arrive in Reco on the V. & 
T. at 8 o'clock. Mr. L.irnb went to Carson 
to me<;t the train and the bereaved widow 
and sorrowing children stopped off at his 
ranch on the Virginia road. The following 
particulars were furnished the JOURNAL re- 
porter by Mr. Lamb: 


The murder was committed by a r<.- 


vengefal Spaniard named "Joe". Spanish 
"Joe" had been an emj>loje of LeabyV 
for a year or so. Recently Leahy sent him 


Bodie to buy some provisions and sup- 


plies for the ranch, giving him a sufficient 
sum of mont-y to pay for evorv thing. 
The 


Spaniard returned without tbe foil order 
and was nnsbltt- to. ooeoont for all the 
money. They bad some words abont the 
matter at the time and it was finally 
dropped a week ago last Sunday. The 
Spaniard dunned Leahy (0r E>om* rnoney 
which he claimed was due him, but which 
Leahy claimed was not a jutt demand. It 
resulted m tha discharge of the Spaniard. 
'Joe" lingered and hovered about tbe ranch 
several days and made threats that be 
would kill Leahy, but unfortunately the 
report did not reach Leahy.
